from Alberta have been outlined by the 
Hon. N. E. Tanner, minister of mines and 
minerals, who has shown the benefits that 
will accrue to small communities, through 
the construction of pipelines, which other- 
wise would never get a gas Service. 
He has shown, too, the general economy 
in exporting gas which, occurring in large 
roportions in normal oil production, must 
Reontentty be burned or foreed back into 
the well if it is not exported. 


Mr. Tanner said that gas 


export will 


be permitted by the government if it is 
shown that domesti: requirements are 
assured for at least 50 years. 


The adequacy of Alberta's 


gas surplus 


to meet domestic needs for a greater period 
than 50 years has been amply assured. 
Mr. Tanner’s statement, therefore, is 


encouraging. 


But it is not as encouraging as it would 
have been had Mr. Tanner taken the time 
factor into account iti his consideration of 


gas export.

That system will take gas from the 
Katy field, north of Houston, where there 
is an estimated reserve of 16 trillion cubic 
feet, and carry it by a 30-inch line north 
to Guyman, Oklahoma, then north to Fort 
Collins, Colorado, through Laramie and 
Rock Springs, Wyoming, then northward 
to Boise, Idaho, thence to Pasko, Washing- 
ton, Portland, Oregon and Vancouver, B.C.

LAKE LOUISE—We left our 
first province behind early today, 
passing under the arch of the 
Great Divide, and I wouldn't 
make that drive again with a 
trailer behind me for one hun- 
dred dollars, And I am a citizen 
who will do most anything for a 
hundred. 

What a bunch of saps we've 
been in this country! We've 
spent hundreds of thousands of 
dollars every year beguiling 
Americans into coming up here 
with their lovely old money and 
we give them roads a Kentucky 
mountaineer wouldn't let his 
mule walk over. 

The story of our drive today 
from Revelstoke across the Big 
Bend highway and through the 
Kicking Horse Pass is the story 
of some of the most spectacular 
scenery ever obscured by dust. 

It ls more than a dusty high- 
way. It is a dangerous one. We 
came over the Kicking Horse 


Pass late this afternoon with 
our hearts in our mouths. 
Highways 

Perilous 


A few meaningless red flags 
marked places in the road where 
it was literally falling away into 
a canyon of awesome depth. No 
guard rails. No adequate room 
for passing approaching cars on 
that perilous ledge. 

Not a workman in sight al- 
though rocks were falling on the 
road from the slopes above. 

It pains me to write this, but 
long sections of this Trans-Can- 
ada Highway (marked proudly 
with shields bearing the “No. 1") 
are a disgrace and a threat to life 
We never saw anything as bad in 
more than 1,500 miles of the Al- 
aska Highway. 

I know, I know. This is a bad 
time for roads. But that stretch 
of «highway should either be 
closed or some more determined 


effort should be made to make 
it less of a trail for mountain 
goat and more of a motor road. 
It is costing us the goodwill of 
nine out of ten Americans who 
traverse it. It could very easily 
cost lives. 


One American 
Gives Reaction 

Let me give you the reaction of 
a tolerant American. 

We met him at Boat Encamp- 
ment where we paused to scrape 
ourselves clean. This is at the 
top of the Big Bend which loops 
north from Revelstoke then south 
to Golden. His name was 
Charles Chaffrey. He was trav- 
elling in a new Pontiac with his 
wife, siste~ and her husband, all 
from Chicago. 

We've only ourselves to 
blame,” he told us, “we were 
warned about your roads by our 
friends who'd ‘been up hére. But 
we'd never been to Canada. So 
we decided to take a chance on 
it. We're all thrilled by what 
we've seen. Great country. But 
we'll be warning anyone fn Chi- 
cago, who asks us, to stay away 
until you've done something about 
your roads, 

“You people don't seem to rea- 
lize what you've got. Hell, man, 
you don't want Americans who 
are big game hunters or moun- 
tain climbers. You want people 
like us who have two or three 
weeks and a pocketful of dough 
and want to see some new coun- 
try from their car windows. Well, 
the others in my car‘can’t see for 
dust. And I can't see because 
I'm too busy trying to stay on 
your roads, 

“Best thing you people could do 
would be to keep our kind of 
tourists out of here until you've 
put some surface on this dirt and 
gravel. Otherwise, you're just 
making enemies. That goes for 
every American we've met an the 
road.”

OTTAWA, June 29—(CP)—Can- 
ada will get back less than half 
the $90,000,000 she poured into 
European military relief around the 
end of the Second World War, it 
was indicated reliably today. 

But, at that, she will receive a 
comparatively-larger share than 
either the United States or Brit- 
ain, partners in an emergency pro- 
ject that was regarded at least 
partially as another war expendi- 
ture. 

Two of three settlements tabled 
in the Commons yesterday showed 
that Canada has realized nearly 
$1,000,000 at least in U.S. dollars. 

In the case of Norway, for in- 
stance, she grabbed an offer of 
$850,000 in U.S. funds rather than 
an alternative offer of nearly twice 
that in blocked Norwegian Kroner

Hope Facing 
Libel Suit 


NEW YORK, June 29 — (AP) — 
Bob Hope faces a $100,000 libel and 
slander suit because of a wisecrack 
about a Manhattan hotel. 

The suit was disclosed today 
when Justice Denis O'Leary Coha- 
lan reserved decision on a motion 
by the hotel to examine the come- 
dian before trial. 

The Nesa Realty Corporation, 
which owns the Forrest hotel on 
West 49th street, sued Leslie Towne 
Hope—the comedian's real name— 
and the Paramount Pictures Thea- 
tres Corporation, which operates 
the Paramount theatre. 

The suit involves a remark Hope 
made during a personal appearance 
on the stage of the theatre.
